LEAD, 8 D., March 5.—(8pecinl )—When
the groat Homestake Gold Mining company
of this olty put men to work It the spring
of 1808 on the preliminaries of building the
stocl tramway and the Ellizon holst few
men besiden the officials of that company
appreciated the Immensity of the work then
fnaugurated. The mammoth steel tramway
fiow completed and the blg hoist nearing
completion are the resulta of the work
started at that time.

The attention of the vigitor to this city
an he alights from the Deadwoodl Central
traln I8 invariably riveted upon an lmmense,
graceful, and, to the eyes of one Interested
In mechanieal achlevement, beautlful steel
tramway which spans the city of Lead from
the Eligon hoist on South Lead hill to the
stamp milly oppokite, The tramway, bulit
with the same care expended upon the con-
siruction of a 'watoh, Is one of the finest
rostilts over attalned by bridge bullders. It
i mow complote and ¢ ready to bear the
trattg of ofe which will, within the course of
A4 faw months, be transported over it from
the new holéting works ta the stamps, whitre
1t will be crushed, The highest support of
the tramway Is probably ninety feet, but the
patutral slope of the innd gives It o much

 hlgher appearance, especially to one looking

down over Its sides to the earth below.
The sredit for the erection of this structure
fa due to John Kepnedy, superintendent In
the employ of a Chicago firm, who, with the
assivtance of filteen skilled workers, hus
beon  employed upon Mt for the paast five
months. The material (or the (ramway Wis
furnished by a Pitlaburg bridge company,
and never before dld a company expend more
onre than it in casting the gteel which went
to make up the tramway for the Homestake

'v- compuny.

After the completion of the tramway Mr.
Kennedy turned hls attentlon to the buflil-
fng of the Ellison holst. The holst Is not
near ready for active servies, hut the frame-
worlcof the huilding, which = made entlrely
of utowl, will be completed within a weuvk,
The dimensions of the prefent bullding are
200290 feet, and the hikghest part ia about
eighty feet, which helght is atrained in the
center of the holat and covers the hoiating

ellows,
fuur. from the foundation; the six plers whl'n_-‘h
support It are firmly planted upon solid
work. This frame iv susperded over the
phaft, which s now dow=a o the 300-feet
level of the mine. The holst will bhe run
by a double S00-horse power engine; which
f& maide of the latest patiern, construnted
especlally for the flomesinie company by @
San Franclsco lron company. The onglnes
rest upon a olld stone foundation ten feet
deep. Within  the builiing, hesldes the
holsting apparatua, will be an elentric light
plant and air compressars. Adjolning the
present building thore will be apnother bulld-
Ing, about one-half as large, where the
crushera will be placed, making It necessary
to push the ore not more than 10 fept Lo be
dumped and erushed, ready to be transportsd
aoross the tramway to the stamp mille.
There yet remaing about a year's worl on the
holst betore It will be used. The mammoth
engies and other machinery “;ﬂl have to
be put in place. But when the Eliizon holst
{s completen it will be one of the model
holsting works in this country and  will
represent, with the tramway, the approxi-
mate expenditure of 250,000 on the poart of
the Homestake company. The erection of the
holst wasx made necessary becanse of the
great amount of territory the mine s cover-
ing underground. The ore has to be pushed
at present from the outskirts of the mines
on the several levels to the present hoisting
works, thus losing much  valuable Lime,
while, when,the new Elllson s completed,

1t will digtribute the holsts niore_ con-

venliently.

tirely, Curlous to say, they made thelr home
with the wolves and have crossed with them
in breed for three years of more, until at
present there Iv a distinet braed made up of
woll and dpg, The animals are of differeat
dizea and color. Some are spotted black
and white, while others are more ke the
original wolf. ‘They are now giving the
farmets who have sheep and hogs more
trouble than the wolves formerly dil. They
have bren meen in packs, one man reporting
1o have sven alghteen at one time, They are
very sly and are as hard to kill ax the wolf.
The hounds originally were very valuabise,
but they are now ahsorbed in a new breed.

Smel-
gor was a large man, eix feet high, and
welghed 175 to 200 pounds. and well pro-
portioned, between 60 and 60 years of age.

Gueorge Fahlipeer wag on the coraner's jury
and corrobornted thoe doctor's testimony.

W, M. Becket of South Omaha sald he had
some conversation with the defendant just
bofore hé came down to Nemoha, in which
the defendant said that some attorney had
coma up frem Aubthirn and took Lils wife and
hables away with YNim, and that he woas the
cause of all of his troulle,

Jumes Emerick of South Omahy told about
soine conversations le had had with the de-
fendunt before e came to Nemaha,

John L Dressler sald he saw the defendant
at Howe stition as he wad coming down,
and that he rode out eome four miles with
him and that on the way they met Sinelzer
and that the defendant spoke to Smélzer,
who made no reply.

George Wixon saw the dafendant on the
train jut before they reached Howe. Saw
a rovolver In hls scabbard,

Mrs. Georee Fablinger way the tescher (n
the eehool house where the tragedy took
place. She sald: “We were having an en-
tertdinment there at the close of school.
first noticed the defendant after the ex-
erciens Lad been commenced & short time,
I nskeill gome one to lower the lght, as we
wishwl to put on a tableau, and the de-
fendant rose to do #o, and instead of lowser-
ing It he turned it up higher, and 1 noticed
that he wes quité nervoua and exelied, After
the entartalnment was over we were all
atanding therd visiting, when T leaked toward
the door and saw the defendant pointing o
revolver toward Mr. Smelzer, and saw Mr
Smelzer sitrike a side blow, a® though he
weore Knocking the revolver away, and Im-
modlately aftarward the revolver woee dis-
charged and Mr. Emelzer fell.”

THRESHING OVER OLD STRAW

Judge Oornish Puts a Stop to a Certain Line
of Questions,

PROCEEDINGS HAD BEFORE JUDGE CORNISH

i
Inguiry Into Unlon Pacifie Wosplinl
Fund Manngement Dropped nnd the
Time of Counrt Taken Up with
Discussion of GIIHIand's Unse.

Yesterday mornlng’s procesdings In  the

Investigation Into the Unlon Paclle wage
sohedule  before  Master<in-Chancery Cor-
nish  was the mosit farcleal of any
of the sesslons of the investiga-
tlon Instituted by a  discharged sta-
tion ament, who Is eeoking to be reii-
etated. Owing to the physical indlsposition

of President Clark and the absence of Chief
Surgeon Galbralth from the city the alleged
mismanagen ent of the hospltal fund re-
celved no attention. The wage question was
the only one touched upon,

The Investigators endsavered to agsall the
Union Paclfic managenent on two proposi-
tione: That the wages of some of the em-
ployes had been unjustly reduced in 1804 and
1865, and that “the discharged station agent
had been the victim of an unholy persecution
berause he was an offlcer of the Order of
Rallway Telegraphers.”

General Superintendent Nichols was the
prioncipal wiiness examined during the morn-
Ing. He alleged thay no wserimiination had
been shown when the reductions were mgde,
and abrolutely denled that the members of
the Order of Rallway Telegraphers had been
diseriminated against.  Asked If he had not
apenly denounced Gilliland, the discharged
stntion agent, as a labor agitator, he entered
another emplintic deninl,

On oross-exnmination the high oMelal of
the order who is noting as Gilliland's attor-
ney endeavored to show that the Union
Pacific management was open Lo eriticiam for
having [napected the accounts of the Papilifon
station and examined into Gilliland’s con-
duct there, He declaimed agalned the peras-
cition by the traveling auditor and the
Unlon Paelfle detectives, whom he declared
were =ent to Papllllon for no other purpose
than to discover something wrong with Gll-
liland's accounts. Judge Cornish interrupted
thig by refusing to give time for further
testimony along that line, adding: It was
entireiy proper for the management to send
men down there to Investigate this matter
if it boelieved there wes any wrong.  Had
the officials failed to do this they would
kave undoubtedly been blamed by the court
for fallure to do their doty.”

GILLILAND WAS FAVORED.

Thia chock waa rather unexpsctod by the
Investigators, and placed a declded quietus
on the proceedings. On the further cross-
examination of Superintendent Nichols, At-
torney Dolphin secured information he was
not. hunting for. Jt was developed that Gil-
1fland had been recommended for dismissal
by Superintendent Nichols on_two occaslons
prior to the time of his discharge. One of
the occasions was after he had delayed the
delivery of a speclal consignment aof oveters
to the Missourl Pacific and the other time
after he had delayed the fast mall for five
minutes. Though he wes recommended for
discharge on both of these ocvaslons, General
Munager Dickinson did not discharge or even
suspend him.

President 8, H. H. Clark was on the stand
for n short time to give testimony in the
wage-schedule cese. It corroborated  that
given by General Superintendent Nichols.
Ho disclaimed any intention on the part of
the Unlon Paclfic to digeriminate agalnst
any employe because he was connected with
& labor organization,

GILLILAND ON TIHE STAND.

At tho afternoon eezsion Gilliland himself
wis placed on the stand. He admitted hav-
ing procured transportation over several lines
for his wife and of afterwards distributing
it among female friends at Papillion, e
sald ho thought there was nothing wrong
about that, and malntained that the tranz-
portation had been glven him by the other
toade in exchange for favors rendered. He
alny admitted having made overchargea on
soveral telegrams sent from the Paplllion
gtation, In reply to a question asked him
by Judge Cornlsh, he sald that the amount
overcharged wes neither returned to the
sender nor turned in te the company, but
wea held to offget shortages that were bound
to occur.,  Asked If he had not treated Gen-
eral Manager Dickinson and other offlelals
with disrespect, le eald that when he had
gono to the generdl manager ps an em-
ploye of the road he had always shown him
the courtesy he thought due him, but when
ho had gone befors him on business of the
Order of HRailway Telegraphers he had
thought that they should meet ae equals and
had always acted in accordance with that
fden,

After further testimony from Gilllland,
nearly all of which supperted the charges
brovght against him by the management of
the railroad, the casp was concluded, each
shle resting ita cage and Judge Cornleh tuk-
Ing it under advisenent,

End of n Legal Cantroversy is Finally

Attorney Edward L, Sayre of the Unlon
Paclfic logal department I8 wearing a smile
of contentment, It'e becnuge the Departmaent
of the Interlor at Washington has decided
in his favor a strife over a quarter sectlon
of land at Havelock, Neb,, that has been on
slnee 1861, The Interlor department has
Just denicd the motion of Joseph . Losce,
the other clalmant for the land, for a*review
of the cuse and another hearing,

The crde ls rather an interesting one, and
in brief s as follows: In 1876 the looal land
offlee granted the application of Losee for an
additinnal soldiers' homestead entry. This
application was later cancelled by the au-
thorities of the Interlor depertment becausa
It conflicted with the land grant of the Bur-
lington & Missourl River rallvoad, On Mareh
3, 1887, a law was pasaed by congress which
goL arlde the Burlington & Mimsouri graut
gnd the land again beeame subject 1o homes
stexd cmry. The land remained idle until
March 16, 1881, when Sayre applied for a
homestead eutry, The question has been
under discrselon ever since, and bas Just
been declded In Eayre's favor, It Is possible
that Loseo may now carry the matter to the
United States court, but it is hardly thought
probable.

The past season we lhnd very foir crops,
but you cannot sell them, We are filty miles
from town, 80 vou will gee it costs something
to take mrain that distapce; and then when
vou arrive thers they will tell you, “We ean-
not buy; everything ls full.” Then agaln,
when you come to buy goods you pay double
what vou will In Omaha, For Instance, ker-
osene, G0 cents a gallon; swgar, fourteen
pounda for §1, and most everything else in
proportion, Stock Is the only thing a per-
won ean make a living at, and it is hard
work at that, as they ara very low here. 1
goo stockers In South Omaha are selling as
high as fat cattle here.

The winters are too long and cold. We
commenced stabling November 10 on account
of severe weather, and how much louger we
do not know, as there is no sign of a let-
up, ag the rogister marked 80 degrees below
zero this morning, There are a few people
hero from the states, who Intend to return ng
goon as they can get away. I have lived In
Kansas, Nebraska, lowa and South Dakota
and I must say people that come from any
of those states here will eurely be badly
disappointed, J. L., PRREEMAN.

DOUCLAS COUNTY FINANCES';

BEmployes May Have to Do Without Cash
for a Couple of Months.

PROBLEM FOR THE OFFICIALS TO SOLVE

Quentlon of How {0 Pay IHils Untll
the Next Levy s Aspnilnhle s
Something that Poreles
the Commissloners,

People on the pay roll of Douglas county
are enjoying the prospect of getting along
for at least two and one-hall months with-
out rocelving any cash lor thelf services,
There I8 barely encugh money in the gens
oral fund of the countly to pay salarles for
March and a part of April.  The hext levy
will pot be aviadable until July &, If elsims
for anything but salavies of rogular om-
ployes are allowed between now and July 1
this amount will bave to be deductell from
the amount In the fund, and the salaried
people will suffer In direct pooportion.

As o matter af fact, the general fund wars
rants of tho county have baen reglstered for
payment almost cottinuously during the
past year and have been ealled in by the
treasurer from time to time A= money was
received nto this fund, but general fund
warrants dating back as far as Augusi are
now  oulstnailing, it Is antlolpated by
County Tressurer Helmrod thit meny ol
these will be faken up tor payiment when
thie May taxes ate rocelved, really tixes be-
Ing delinguent May 1, but the tréasurer
says Lhat he does not expect to be able to
take op all of the warranw, on account of

tho slaw manner tn which taxes are belng
paid,

In the couuty clerk's offles, however, the
tevounts deal with the lovy and not with the
nctual amount of cash on hand  in the
tresasury. The amount of eash in any fund
la n theory, ratlier than n tiol, but the fact
and theory are very olosely trbistad Just at
this time and the result Is that the county
has almost reached the end of s reaourees
and very few Dbills can be pald until another
levy is avallable.

The balance In the general fund at this
date Is 87,762.05. The ealary roll for
February was $4.601.53.  Sinee that time

expenses have heen reduced somewhat, but
the total will not be redveced more than
$200, mo that all the balance on hand will
only be suflicient to pay salaries for less
than two months, The situatlon s com-
plicated, however, by the fact that the ex-
penses of the courts form a very large item
in the aggregate expenses of Douglag county
and the county store Is a viritable Lthorn In
the slde of the eounty commlenloners, This
county store cosis the taxpayirs of Douglas
county mnearly §$40,000 per annum and the
commiasloners say that It Is conducted on
the most economical plan. A few years ago
the annunl expense of tho charity dispensed
through this source was only about $6.000
or 33,000, but the hard times Inereased the
demands upon the county to an onortmons
extent, How to check the draln upon the
treavury through the county store and tho
courts la the problem which s perplexing the
commissloners and they stand In constant
danger of violating the law which provides
In express terma that no obligation shall be
Incurred unless the funds are available with
which to meet It. After the balance now In
the general fund sball have bean exhaustod,
no warrants ecan be drawn, but what steps
ean be taken to stop further draln upon an
empty treasury is the gquestion.
